The 
challenges are ever-present — from 
unbelievably large sizes to special 
and sometimes “wierd” modifica- 
tions."" 

For those who want to know 
specifics, Lanier wears one of the 
larger sizes Blandini makes for NBA 
players - 18%. Bird wears a 13!2, 
“Magic” a 14% triple E, and “Dr. 
J." a 15% triple E with special in- 
serts. 

“For years I have been designing 
shoes for NBA and college players 
whose feet won't fit normal store 
sizes,” says Blandini. “Larry (Bird) 
has been one of my clients for, oh, 
eight to ten years, at least since he 
was in college, and Lanier, well, it 
seems like I've been making shoes 
for him forever."" 

However, these noble NBA stars 
are some of Blandini's easier 
clients, “A while ago an ordef came 
in from Canadian basketball player 
who lived in Manitoba," Blandini 
recalls, “It was a size 17, 10 E width. 
When they were finished they looked 
like snow shoes!’ He has even made 
men’s 22s and a woman's 13 for 
visiting Russian basketball players 

One industry triumph came when 
a man named Jack Tuz requested 
that cushion crepe be added to the 
outside of his basketball shoes, 
rather than the inside, for greater 
lateral movement, Blandini had to

Blandini also made “Dr. J.” a pair 
of rather “Snazzy” silver basketball 
shoes for a television appearance a 
few years ago. The material - a very 
soft, synthetic leather. 

What are the smallest shoes Blan- 
dini makes? "Well, Jimmy has pret- 
ty small feet, but Chrissy takes the 
cake, Her feet are only a size 7," 
says Blandini. He refers to tennis 
greats Jimmy Connors and Chris 
Evert-Lloyd. Connor's shoes, size 
9%, are made with special inserts 
and a soft, synthetic leather 
material while Evert-Lloyd’s have 
built-up toes to alleviate pressure on 
the top of her toes. 

Each pair he makes, by hand, 
takes two to three days. “Once the 
last or model is made," he com- 
ments, “the hand-cutting and stit- 
ching is all that's left to do. The 
design is the most time consuming. 

“My job is never boring. There are 
simply not enough hours in the day,” 
say3 Blandini, “I take pride in my 
work and -like always doing 
something different. And I think I 
provide a special service to these 
people 

Blandini does, as the “cobbler of 
the stars."

Talbot Sidelinker, retired police sgt. 


L. (for Lawrence) Talbot 
Sidelinker died in Lake Worth, 
Florida on January 14 following a 
lingering illness. He was 7 years old 
and a retired sergeant of the Wilm. 
ington Police Department 

Born in Wilmington May 31, 1906. 
Talbot was raised in the big home 
beside the site which now is the 
Woburn Street School. His father 
was Thomas Sidelinker and his 
mother was the former Alice Swain 
A 1928 graduate of the 
Massachusetts Nautical Training 
School, he made a voyage around 
the world on the sailing yacht Il 
leruya in 1929 and sailed on mer. 
chant vessels for several years after 
that 

In 1934 Talbot Sidelinker became a 
Wilmington policeman. A tall man, 
with somewhat saturine features, he 
was a good policeman. He had a 
special joy of stopping big trucks 
that were breaking the speed limit at 
3.a.m. in Wilmington Square. 

Sidelinker, in the 1950s was the 
man who led the town manager of 
Wilmington around by the nose on 
questions of enforcement of the 
Massachusetts dog law. The dog 
law, at that time known as Chapter 
39,, was not too complicated. There 
were those who sought to”enforce it 
against Sidelinker because of the 
kennel he had at his home at the cor- 
ner of Glen Road and Main Street 

Talbot Sidelinker had developed a 
strain of dogs, using dobermans for 
parent stock. He had a belief he 
could sell those dogs, or the rights to 
the use of pictures of those dogs to 
dog food manufacturers. Those 
manufacturers, Sidelinker believed, 
would not use pictures of collies, or 
some other dog, for fear of losing 
sales to owners of other breeds. With 
this special breed it was Sidelinker's 
belief that no particular dog owner 
would be offended. 

There were about 40 or 50 dogs in 
the yard of that home during the 
19508. They were excitable, noisy 
animals, and some passers by would 
throw sticks or other objects into the 
kennel area to excite the dogs, 
sometimes at 3 a.m 

Silver Lake was about 100 yards 
away, and it acted 


an agent for 


spreading. the noise of those dogs. 


day or night. There were many com 
plaints to the selectme: 
The selectmen told the town 


manager to close down that kennel 
The town manager boasted, in reply 
that he knew Chapter 39 like he knew 
the palm of his hand 
Sidelinker seemed to 
Chapter 39 even better 
stayed in their kennel, and he 
in the police department 


some 
times with angry residents giving 
him hard looks 

Talbot Sidelinker did not mind, He 
had a lot of, money invested. in 
developing that breed of dog, and he 


wanted a financial return. The 
selectmen told the town manager to 
go after Sidelinker because of his 
uniform, but that too was useless 
Sidelinker kept his job and his dogs, 
while neighbors swore they would 
not reelect some of the selectmen of 
Wilmington 

Finally Sidelinker moved his dogs 
to an address on Marion Street. Still 
later he moved them to a piggery 
which was located off the end of 
McDonald Road, but he still kept "he 
dogs ahd they were still noisy 

He finally got rid of the dogs 
sometime in the 1960s. 

As the result of the long standing 
controversy with Mr. Sidelinker the 
selectmen had a bylaw passed, in 
early 1960, prohibiting any kennels 
in Wilmington, More than two dogs 
constituted a kennel 

That bylaw resulted in another 
controversy that went on for some 
years after Sidelinker retired 

By that time even those who did 
not like the noise of a dog kennel 
were giving him credit for conduc. 
ting a long and valiant rear guard 
action in protecting his dogs 

When he retired he was given 
quite a party, in 1964. A large portion 
of the town found that they were 
friends with L. Talbot’ Sidelinker 

Talbot Sidelinker is survived by 
his wife Eva, of Lake Worth 
Florida, a brother Wilson of 
Wakefield and two daughters 
Beverly Trow of Oakdale Road, 
Wilmington and Jean Knight of West 
Palm Beach, Flori

the handicapped: 


By JANET CONSTANTAKES 

With close to 10 million persons 
nationwide-unemployed, finding a 
job today may be like looking for 
a needle in a haystack 

If you're handicapped, either a 
slow learner or mentally retarded 
that task may seem impossible. 

However, co-ordinators at 
Eastern Middlesex Industries 
(EMD) in Stoneham don't think 
so. Their center at 10 Spencer St. 
not only provides very com- 
prehensive workshops to train 
persons afflicted with such 
handicaps, but they have had an 
extremely successful job 
placement program with more 
and more mentally retarded 
persons entering the work field 
and some actually becoming self- 
sufficient. 

‘The EMI center, which is run 
and operated by the East Mid- 
dlesex Association for Retarded 
Citizens, provides training for 
citizens in Stoneham, Wakefield, 
Reading and Melrose for 
positions in electronic and 
mechanical assembly work, 
packaging, heat sealing and 
shrink wrapping. soldering, 


machine operations including 
industrial sanders, table saw, 
eyelet machine, single and multi- 
head drill presses, planers and 
grinders. 

In addition the center also of- 
fers workshops for individuals to 
learn other skills such as silk 
screening, janitorial and main- 
tenance work, kitchen operations 
and receptionist and copy 
machine training. 

For employees at the center, 
the work is not always easy and 
sometimes can be difficult in that 
it takes a major portion of time 
with the results, for many clients, 
coming very slowly. 

Although the job for EMI 
Director Claire T. Ghiloni may be 
very tiring at times, she admits 
it's very rewarding, and with a 
track record of having an over 80 
percent job placement rate for 
her clients,. the "job is also 
something she can be very proud 
of . 

Ghiloni said she first became 
interested in helping special 
needs persons 1! years ago when 
she was in high school and wanted 
a career in physical education 


Three employers who cared 


In a recent Eastern Middlesex 
Industries (EMI) awards 
ceremony three particular em- 
ployers who, have helped in 
Kicking off the program and 
getting the ball rolling were 
honored for their participation 
and continued support 

Anna May Arsenault, the 
Stoneham Town Clerk was one of 
them, After thanking the group 
for the experiences they have 
given her, Arsenault told them, 
“I've been pleased with the way 
students have treated me during 
their training periods. 

Dan Brenton, of Data Wrap 
eletronics firm in Woburn, also 
received an award for his en 
couragement and support of EMI 
workers. He told them, "I’m just 
very pleased I'm just able to 
share my services. They (men- 
tally retarded citizens) really do 
make very good employees.” 

Bill Hellison, another award 
recipient, led off his speech with a 
story of how for years and years 
people said that bumble bees 
could not fly because of their 
large size and weight in com: 


parison to their small delicate 


He related the story to the 
misconceptions many have held 
in regard to not being able to 
teach mentally retarded citizens 
job skills much less allow them to 
work. ‘For years and years they 
said the retarded can't work 
Well, here's proof of it."’ Hellison 
also promised to do more if he 
could. 

Burt Harrison, another em. 
ployer-supporter, also admitted, 
“My phone rang about two or 
three years ago,” he said of the 
call asking him to join in the EMI 
program. He added, “'I get a lot of 
calls like that," but for some 
reason, Harrison decided to get 
involved in this particular 
program and started out one of 
the clients with a small job. It 
worked out well, and he increased 
the number. 

Harrison added in some cases 
the retarded worker makes a 
more outstanding workers than 
others because “they are able to 
recognize their strenghts and 
their weaknesses. It keeps getting 
better and better."

Her own physical limitations 
prohibited her from entering that 
field, and instead she opted for 
special physical education and 
began working with the han- 
dicapped. 

Later Claire, one of the main 
driving forces behind EMI, 
worked in a camp for han- 
dicapped students and in 
Gloucester as a, special needs 
teacher 

She was also put in charge of 
EMI when the center was 
previously located in North 
Reading, and when they wanter to 
expand, she located the Stoneham 
building and they moved there 
two years ago. 

Claire said one of the reasons 
she was working with the han- 
dicapped was because, “I wanted 
to get people competing. I wanted 
them to feel needed,” and also 
learn that “competition could get 
them a job.”” e 

While many of the goals Claire 
has set for herself in the field 
have already been reached at 
Middlesex Industries she admits, 
“There's still a few things left 
that we're going to prove." 

If the center receives additional 
funding, Claire she would like to 
see the same job training 
techniques availble to “the 
disadvantaged and un- 
dereducated"’ so they to can 
become self-sufficient

Claire explained how although 
it takes a certain amount of

“are all the better because they 


will be provided with qualified

Hitchcock classic is great entertainment

One of the hottest movie tickets 
around right now is for a film that 
features no sex, very little 
violence and is nearly 0 years 
old, That hardly sounds like a 
formula for su but the first 
time I tried to see it, I was con 
fronted with a 100+ 
and the second time, I was seated 
just minutes before it sold out 

The movie is one of Alfred 
Hitchcock's more obscure films, 

Rear Window,®! starring Jimmy 
Stewart and Grace Kelly. Made in 
the early 1950s, it disappeared for 
many years — seen neither in 
theaters nor on television 
before resurfacing several 


Hitchcock fare — in some ways it 
might even be said to be ex 
perimental. Unlike classics such 
as “Psycho,” “Dial ‘M’ for 
Murder" and ‘The Birds," “Rear 
Window" features very litte 
physical action. Rather, the 
action takes place in the mind. As 
a result, the movie tends to be a 
little bit tedious at times, which 
may be one reason why it was out 
of circulation for so long 
Nevertheless, the plot dnd the 
acting are ,so outstanding that 
“Rear Window” stands head and 
shoulders above most modern 
movies. 

Stewart plays a world-traveling 
photographer confined to his 
apartment for six weeks because 
of a broken leg suffered while 


of New York City, he observes his 
neighbors > 

fascinated with theiy lives — thus 
the title of the movie. Kelly plays 


his girlfriend and Raymond Burr ~ 


portrays a mysterious neighbor. 


Stewart and Kelly think Burr 
murdered his wife, while 
Stewart's friend on the New York 
Police Department thinks Burr is 
perfectly innocent 
the movie, the viewer doesn't 
know what to think, because 
Hitchcock is careful not to let you 
have any more information than 
Stewart and Kelly have — which 
isn’t much. 


Hitchcock never lets you see or 
hear anything that Stewart can't

which he is confined except for a 
short time at the very end. The 
technique shows Hitchcock to be a 
master of storytelling. 


The performances are all ex- 
cellent. Stewart is at his folksy 
best, and his complicated 
relationship with Kelly is both 
convincing and a little sad. Kelly 
was never a great actress, but 
Hitchcock doesn’t give her any 


more to do than she can handle. 
Burr, despite being in front of the 
eamera for a considerable length 
of time, has only two or three’ 
speaking lines. His silence adds to 
the air of mystery about him. 


If you put “Rear Window" at 


the top of your list of movies to 
see, you won't be disappointed 
Your biggest problem will be in 
finding it. Currently it is playing 
at small theaters in Boston and 


Newton, and it has also been 
shown in Cambridge. So keep 
your eyes open, get there early 
and enjoy one of the best new-old 
movies around today. no

Health tips for new parents 


Lifting your baby 


By JUDITH T. MYERS 


These are some of the things 
medical experts recommend you 
do to protect your lower back 
from injury. 


—lift with your back straight 
— use the muscles in your thighs 
to do the work 
— keep the weight of what you're 
lifting close to your body 
— try not to carry anything 
higher than waist-level 
—ngver twist and lift 
— avoid sharp, 
movements 


sudden 


Now try to imagine yourself 
adhering to these recom- 
mendations as you care for your 
baby or toddler. It's hard. Cribs, 
playpens, high chairs, carsea 
bathtubs, and toddlers them- 
selves seem inherently designed 
to. wreck havoc on moms’ and 
dads’ backs. With a little 
forethought, though, you can 
avoid back problems. 

According to Patricia A. Cabral 
of Stoneham, a physical therapist 
with nine years’ experience who 
currently works at the Harvard 
Community Health Plan in 
Medford, ‘poor body mechanics"’ 
are at the root of lower back 
troubles. The body is put in an 
anatomically incorrect position, 
or there is sudden, sharp 
movement, or both. 

What actually has happened 
when a person experiences lower 
back pain? Usually, Pat explains, 
the problems is muscular. The 
discomfort commonly is felt as a 
dull, ache that comes on 
gradually. Quite simply, the 
small muscles of the back have 
been required to perform in a way 
they're not used to. 

If corrective steps aren't taken, 
‘a muscular problem can develop 
into a disc problem. The disc is 
impinged upon in one of several 
ways: two vertebraé may be out 
of alignment, nearby muscles 
may have swollen and are 
pressing on the disc, or fluid from 


muscular inflammation may put - 


pressure on the disc. 
Disc problems can degenerate 
into problems marked by 
neurological symptoms: 
pain down the leg (sciatica), 
tingling in the legs, or numbness 
* -in the lower extremeties. There 
may be spasms of the lower back 
muscles “as the afflicted person 
tenses up in response to pain:

One of the most serious con- 
ditions that can restilt from back 
injury is loss of function of the 
or lower extremeties when the 
nerves in the spine that control 
these areas are damaged. 

In women, pregnancy can set 
the stage for back problems after 
the baby is born. The weight of 
the fetus in utero causes more of 
an arch in the mother's back, plus 
stretched abdominal muscles can 
become weakened, causing the 
lower back muscles to work 
overtime. Pat stress that it's 
very beneficial for pregnant 
women to practice back and 
abdominal exercises throughout 
their pregnancies. 

And, let's face it, 
women — or a man

able his or her back is to 
withstand abuse. 

People who have tight ham 
strings, either because they were 
born that way or because of 
exercise (especially runners), 
also can set themselves up for 
back problems as the muscles in 
the backs of their thighs ac- 
centuate the arch of the back. 
Other general habits harmful to 
the back are slouching while 
standing, walking, and sitting; 
lifting incorrectly; sleeping on 
soft mattresses and sleeping on 
the abdomen; driving a car with 
the seat’ set far back and the legs 
extended almost straight; and 
work that requires long periods of 
standing.

month-old daughter, 
that with toddlers there are going 
to be times when you have no 
choice but to be quick. if your 
child is about to take a tumble 
down a flight of stairs, you don't 
have time to consider how to use 
your thigh. muscles while slowly 
reaching out to grab him or her 
In most child care situations, 
though, there's‘time for the right 
way over the wrong. Let's con 
sider: : 


Cribs and playpens: Dorit bend 
from the waist to lift out your 
child. Rather, if your crib or 
playpen has sides that drop, lower, 
one. Then squat’as deeply as you 
need to in order to reach the child. 
Bring the child as close to the side 
as possible before lifting. Keep 
your back straight and lift with 
the thighs. If the sides of your crib 
or playpen do not drop, do the best 
you can by bringing*the child

close to you and bending your 
knees. It’s always easier to lift a 
child if he or she will stand up. 
High chairs: Avoid swinging the 
child up in an are, from floor to 
chair, while your back is bent at 
the waist. Squat near the child, 
lift, hold him or her close to your 
body, then place the child in the 
chair. 

Carseats: To place a baby in a 
carseat requires that you bend’at 
the’ waist, lean forward, hold a 
heavy weight some distance from 
your body, and twist while you're 
lifting. Two-door cars make the 
task harder. To make the best of a 
bad situation, keep the child as 
close to you as you can for as long 
as you can, place a leg inside the 
car and use it to lean on, twist as 
little as possible, and above all 
go slowly 


Bathtubs: Moms’ and dads’ backs 
often are put under new stress 
when the child becomes large 
enough that plastic tubs placed on 
tabletops or counters no longer 
suffice. Bathing in the regular 
bathtub «means contending with 
the side of the tub while working 
from the ffoor. Try placing a 
towel on the side of the tub, then 
leaning against this at mid-chest 
level, Not only dges this take the 
strain off the small back muscles, 
it also leaves both arms free 

children: Keep your 
own back straight, abdominal 
muscles pulled’ in, and_ pelvis 
tilted backward as you carry a 
baby or toddler. Hold him or her 
close in, at about waist height 
With small babies, there's often a 
tendency to hold the infant up 
against one of your shoulders. It’s 
better for your back to cradle the 
infant in your arms, which are 
held near your waist 


When you must hold a toddler for 
a long period of time, the best 
place is.on yoyr hip. But don't 
thrust the hip out so far thal your 
spine is curved Sideways, and do

Record review 


Marsalis -musical prodigy 


By DAN KENNEDY 


At the tender age of 21, Wynton 
Marsalis is the outstanding in 
strumentalist of his generation. 
This New Orleans trumpet 
player’s talent is so prodigious, he 
may dominate the world of jazz 
and have an important presence 
in classical music for the next 30 
to 40 years. 

What brings such high praise, 
not only -from this corner, but 
from critics around the country, 
for this somber-appearing, 
slightly built, bespectacled young 
man? An unprecedented double 
triumph in the form of two superb 
albums recorded within the past 
year — a jazz record by his 
quintet, and a collection of 
classical trumpet concerti — 
which demonstrate in dramatic 
fashion that he is a master of both 
forms. 

His jazz album, “Think Of 
One,” is one of the finest jazz 
records I have heard in recent 
years. Early last year, I reviewed 
his debut album, entitléd simply, 
“Wynton Marsalis."" In that 
review, | wrote that, for all his 
mastery of technique, his style 
was somewhat lacking in feeling 
and emotion. 

Well, in less than a year, 
Marsalis has improved to the 
point that all you can do is sit 
back in wonder and awe. “Think 
Of One" is vibrant with emotion 

— from the confident, brash 
original composition, ‘Knozz- 
Moe-King,”” to the hypnotic 
“Fuchsia" (by Marsalis’ pianist, 


Kenny Kirkland) ; from the sense 
of humor and playfulness on the 
album's title song (by the late, 
great Thelonious Monk) to a 
sweet, mournful rendition of 
Duke Ellington's *‘Melancholia."” 
Marsalis is much more in- 
dependent on “Think Of One’ 
than he was on his first album. 
Gone are famous friends Herbie 
Hancock, Ron Carter and Tony 
Williams. Instead, “Think Of 
One” is 4 showcase for Marsalis’ 
young band, and the musicians 
come through like veterans 
Saxophonist Branford Marsalis — 
Wynton's older brother — plays 
with lightning speed without ever 
losing sight of the melody 
Kirkland, drummer Jeffrey 
Watts and bassists Phil Bowler 
and Ray Drummond (they play 
on four songs each) anchor a tight 
but fluid rhythm section. And 
then there's Wynton Marsalis — 
sometimes improvising beautiful 
melodies in the middle register, 
sometimes blurting out 
breathtaking runs in the upper 
register, and always startling the 
listener with swoops and bursts. 


Marsalis’ style is rooted in the 
bebop-modern jazz tradition of 
Charle Parker and Miles Davis. 
As thoroughly modern as his 
music is, it is derived more from 
the cool jazz of the 1950s and ‘60s 
than it is from the electronic, 
funky jazz of the ‘70s. Marsalis’ 
band plays acoustic instruments, 
which seems old-fashioned today 


-only because they are harder to

In fact, the type of jazz in wnicn 
Marsalis specializes is among the 
hardest of all kinds of music to 
play. Modern, post-bop jazz calls 
for total individuality, yet com- 
plete anticipation of and harmony 
with the rest of the band. The 
music is rehearsed down to the 
last note, yet, when performed, 
features long sections which are 
wholly spontaneous and im- 
provised. e 


While Marsalis’ entire band is 
outstanding, the presence of his 
brother must be particularly 
helpful. Their familiarity with 
one another's styles enable them 
to sound as fully integrated as if 
their parts were being played by 
the two hands of a pianist. One 
moment, they are in perfect 
harmony; the next, Branford is 
playing counterpoint to one of 
Wynton’s soaring solos. That's 
one of the benefits of growing up 
in a musical household — their 
father, Ellis, is a jazz pianist of 
some note. 

Marsalis’ classical album, in 
which he plays trumpet concerti 
by Haydn, Hummel and Mozart 
(that’s Leopold, a little-known 
composer, not Wolfgang) with the 
National Philharmonic : Or- 
chestra, is also a.triumph. What I 
know about classical music can 
be fit onto the back of a small 
matchbook cover, but Marsalis is 
stupendus.
